The revolutionists dearly intend to coniine 
their operations to the Magdalena river and 
interior. 
This, together with the fact that 
the Government has now a steam vessel of 
war on the coast, insures the Isthmus ami 
vessels on the high seas against any chance 
of disturbance by the revolutionists.

THE TEACHERS AND THEIR FRIENDS.” 


Some days ago we published lists of 
words given to classes of applicants for 
teachers’ positions in Sacram ento county 
for definition, in which tests were made 
lam entable failures. 
It was charged at 
the tim e by friends of the teachers, that 
these lists were altogether too “ hard.” A 
correspondent whose method of treating 
the question commands respect, w riting to 
th e R kcokh-L nton last Saturday, sug­ 
gested that indeed the list words were too 
difficult; that w hile to persons of general 
reading they appear sim ple enough, even 
fairly educated teachers may find it neces­ 
sary to he “ re-introduced” to such words, 
or at least to very m any more th an the or­ 
dinary “ newspaper m an.” 
T hat, in fact, 
m any of these words are met w ith infre­ 
quently. 
The subject has attracted much 
attention ami the press of the State gen­ 
erally is debating it. 
T he alm ost unani­

. 
Several statem ents regarding the recent 
horrible tragedy w hich recently occurred 
near Davisville have been published in this 
issue, but as all statem ents have been 
m erely conjecture, and the case is at present 
shrouded in the deepest m ystery, the fol­ 
lowing from the W oodland Democrat is 
given for w hat it is worth : “ The following 
is a reliable statem ent of the facts con­ 
nected w ith the recent m urder at Pena’s 
ranch : Juan Lopez left his house at 5 
o’clock on t He m orning of the 14th of 
Ju ly —left his wife and Latuon Martinez, 
who was living with them and about 72 
years old. 
H e went to Galvenias Pena’s, 
where he was hauling straw, and rem ained 
there at work until about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 
He then went home. 
On ar­ 
riving w ithin about thirty yards of his 
house lie saw his wife lying in the stubbie 
field dead, with her left arm cut oil above 
the elbow, and bullet holes in her neck 
and lieaiL 
lie found a scabbard of a pistol 
lying by her side, w hich he picked up and 
fled for Galvenias Pena's house, which was 
ilistant about half a mile, the place where 
he had been working during the day. 
On 
reaching that place he told Pena that his 
wife had been killed, and he wanted a 
horse to ride to Davisville to get an officer. 
W hen reaching Davisville th e officer in­ 
formed him that he lived in Solano county. 
He then got a friend to go for Justice Hide, 
who w ent to the place and held an in»juest 
on the body ot the woman th at night. 
The verdict was th at the woman was 
killed by some unknow n person. T he wife’s 
nam e was Juana Lopoz. .Justice H ide held 
an im picst on the m an on the even­ 
ing of the 
15th. 
The 
verdict 
was 
about the sam e as that of the woman. 
Everybody, with a few exceptions, thinks 
th at M ariinez killed the woman, and in­ 
tended to kill the husband. 
Failing to do 
so, he comm itted suicide. 
H e told some 
Spanish friends a few days previous to this 
th at he intended to kill the woman. The 
woman was 
evidently w ashing clothes 
when attacked, and she had some clothes 
partly washed and others w rung but. There 
was but very little trace of blood, only 
where the man shot him self. 
Martinez 
went to Pena’s house about 8 o’clock, and 
wanted him to let him help haul straw, 
evidently with tb»* intention of killing the 
husband. Some think that he had m ur­ 
dered the wife before coming over. H e was 
seen after ihe husband had discovered the 
dead body of his wife, to go from the house 
to the slough and get a horse, expecting to 
escape, but doubtless changed his m ind 
and shot him self in the temple, on the 
right side of the head. This m an was well 
liked by m any persons, ami has lived in 
this vicinity for over thirty years. T hat 
m orning, previous to com m itting the deed, 
he nailed tip tlie fence around tlie yard, 
w hich had been down for a long time, 
likely to prevent his prey from escaping. 
The hand and arm of the dead woman 
have not been found. The woman has a 
sister in Napa, who sent for the body. The 
m an, Martinez, was taken to Trem ont and 
buried. The husband was 50 years old. the 
wife 55. 
It is generally known by the 
>anish ladies that this m an Martinez lias 
been trying for some tim e to gain the good 
will of this lady. 
Likely lie had made a 
¡espérate effort on this occasion and failed, 
anil fears of being exposed le»l him to com­ 
m it this act.”

The M aklug o f Teachers. 
T he Kern county t 'nUfondan, quoting 
the editorial and com m ents of the R ecord- 
U n io n upon the need of a higher standard 
of knowledge concerning the English lan­ 
guage on tiie part of our public school 
teachers, sa v s: 
Tiie enemies of our excellent school sys­ 
tem allege that in aw arding certificates to 
teachers little or no account is taken o f the 
cultivation and general intelligence they 
possess. 
T heir ignorance of everything 
except the branches they teach, which are 
oniv tiie key to knowledge, m ay be alm ost 
absolute, and yet boards of exam iners will 
pronounce them capable of teaching, and 
of such are so m any of our teachers that it 
is not surprising the results ol our common 
school educational system are in general 
disappointing. T he best part of the pupil's 
education to qualify for the duties of life, 
to find the roads to useful knowledge, is 
tiiat which 
the 
well 
read, intelligent 
teacher 
can im part, 
in 
response 
to 
the eager curiosity of childhood, 
out­ 
side 
the, lessons in 
reading, writing, 
arithm etic, 
etc. 
More 
consideration 
should be given to the m ental endowments 
and the reading, inform ation and intelli­ 
gence of the eainlidate for teacher than to 
his technical knowledge, which lie can 
easily brush up in advance of the progress 
of his school. 
lie or she should be ipiali- 
tied to give expanse to the m inds of their 
pupils and induct them into the paths of 
m ental and moral cultivation. 
How m any 
of tliose w ho preside over our public 
schools are capable of this, or of im parting 
inform ation of this kind except in close re­ 
lation to the branches taught ? W e recently 
read an account of a teachers’ exam ination 
that took place in Sacram ento, and were 
surprised at th e ignorance manifested, al­ 
though prepared fo ra generous am ount. 
For example, their efforts in the way of 
W» ird-defining, even on the part of success­ 
ful candidates, showed that the treasury oi 
knowledge and resources of learning em ­ 
bodied in English literature were to them 
unpenetrated, unim agiued mysteries, and 
that they were even incapable of perusing 
understanding^ the better class of news­ 
papers. 


In c o m p e te n t T e a c h e r s . 
The Sacram ento Record-U nion gives a 
list of word definitions by applicants for 
teachers' certificated in tiiat city. 
They 
display the grossest ignorance. 
Yet some 
of the persons giving these definitions 
which p u t to sham e Mrs. Partington’s best 
efforts) received first-grade certificates, be­ 
cause. w hile deplorably ignorant of the 
m eaning of ordinary English words, they 
secured credits in other branches o f the ex­ 
am ination sufficient to give them a high 
aggregate. 
Let us pity the children com­ 
m itted to such teachers. 
The truth is that 
a very great deal of the teaching of the 
present day is trashy and worthless. The 
pupil is not given the solid groundw ork of 
a plain, substantial education, m ainly be­ 
cause most of the teachers are not fit to give 
it. There is too m uch folderol about the 
schools—too m uch gingerbread ornam en­ 
tation. W hat w ith the grinding out of half­ 
baked teachers by the Norm al schools, tiie 
solemn m um m eries of Teachers’ Institutes, 
the buying of exam ination questions, the 
absurdity of half of the questions, the pro­ 
curing of positions by influence or pur­ 
chase, the waste of tim e on educational 
frippery, the neglect of solid, basic instruc­ 
tion, the youth of this day are not given as 
fair a chance to learn, under the “ im ­ 
proved" system, as the plain, old-fashioned 
schools afforded tlieir fathers. 
All this, 
however, is only a growl. 
It will accom­ 
plish nothing. 
The “ im proved" methods 
will continue. The annual exam inations 
will he absurd. 
Persons who fail to get a 
second-grade certificate in one county will 
get a first-grade in another. T he merest 
sm attering of botany, drawing, etc., will 
offset ignorance of the m other tongue. The 
State will continue the folly of piiying the 
cost of the Institutes. Persons w ho can 
neither spell nor define com m on words will 
parade first-grade certificates. 
W hy, then, 
do we waste space upon the m atter? Sim­ 
ply for relief. 
An occasional growl is a 
good safety-valve. 
It lessons the pressure, 
of dissatisfaction and disgust. 
It is pleas­ 
ant, however, to feel that" out here in. the 
interior we have m ore fairness than in the 
cities.—[Red Bhiff News.

INTELLIGENCE. 


T h o se D r a in a g e A c t C la im s . 
The case of P. A. Miller vs. J. P. Dunn 
was on trial yesterday in Department Two 
of tlic Superior Court, A. L. Hart appear­ 
ing for the plaintiff and F. C. Cleary for 
defendant. This was an application for a 
writ of mandamus to the defendant as State 
Controller, requiring him to draw his war­ 
rants on the State Treasury in payment of 
two claims of plaintitf for work done by 
him under contract with the Board of Di­ 
rectors of Drainage District No. 1 amount­ 
ing to $4,425 09. The work was done under 
the so-oalled 
“ Drainage Act” of 1SS0. 
After the work was completed the Supreme 
Court decided that Act to he unconstitu­ 
tional. 
At its bust session the Legislature 
passed an Act providing for the payment 
of the claims arising under the former Act, 
so far as they had been audited by the 
drainage Directors. The Controller refuses 
to draw any warrants under this last Act, 
on the ground that it is unconstitu­ 
tional. H e relies on Section 32, Article IV.. 
of the Constitution, which provides that 
the Legislature shall have no power “ to 
pay, or to authorize the payment, of any 
claim against,, the State under any agree­ 
ment or contract made without express au­ 
thority of law,” and he argues that the Act 
which authorized plaintiffs contract, being 
unconstitutional, amounted to no law at 
all. and that therefore the Legislature is in­ 
hibited from providing for the payment of 
any claims arising under it. General Hart, 
on the other hand, contended that an Act 
of the Legislature, apparently valid, is a 
law within the meaning of the constitu­ 
tional provision, until it is declared void 
by the Supreme Court: 
and that, where 
claims arise against the State under such 
an Act, before it has been declared uncon­ 
stitutional. the Legislature is not prohibit­ 
ed from providing for their payment. The 
case was submitted about 5 i*. m„ with the 
understanding that briefs and authorities 
could be filed within tic next four davs.

striction law s. 
T h e correspondent s a y s : 
“ T h e question is now to be squarely 
m et. 
H ith erto it has been barely trifled 
w ith, b u t w hen a .voung m an is taken dy­ 
ing from an opium jo in t in broad daylight, 
a c risis is read ied w hich dem ands action.1 
As som e have in q u ired th e m eaning o f 
opium " jo in t" I rep ly as follow s: T he 
Chinese know th a t th e A m ericans have 
clubs w hich boast th e closest privacy. T hey 
follow th e exam ple, an d as th e M elican 
m an joins, so does th e C hinam an. In other 
w ords th e jo in t is a club or place w here 
sm okers can be kept private. 
1 w ent in to 
one of these “ jo in ts" in M ott street som e 
tim e ago and saw the sm okers in th eir 
bunks, but 
since th en they are m ore 
guarded, an d only th e know ing ones can 
obtain adm ittance. 
T he first " jo in t" was 
opened about ten years ago, bu t at present 
th eir n u m b er is estim ated at fifty, w ith a 
rapid tendency to increase. 
T h e opium 
curse is w orking its w ay through th e h ig h ­ 
est circles o f society, an d w hen once the 
appetite is form ed it is m ore pow erful th an 
an y other. 
A young m an w as recently* 
sent to a lun atic asylum sim ply to break 
its pow er. 
H e said plainly, ; i like opium 
and 1 w ill have it so long as it can be got.' 
H is friends m ade o u t a case o f lunacy, and 
h e is now w here th e destructive drug can­ 
not be obtained. 
T h e question now to be 
settled is how long it will tak e to effect a 
cure.”
